Canada’s New Governor-General.—The Queen 
has appointed the Earl of Minto to be Governor-General 
of the Dominion of Canada 
in succession to the Earl of 
Aberdeen. The Earłof Minto 
was born in 1845, suceseded 
to the title in 1991, and has 
had a distinguished military 
career. He served in the 
Khurram Vall y during the 
Afghan Campaign of 1879, 
and accompanied Sir Fred- 
erick (now Lord) Roberts to 
South Africa as _ Private 
Secretary in 1881. He was 
wounded during the Egyptian 
Campaign in 1882, and was 
mentioned in despatches. 
From 1883 to 1886 he acted as 
Military Secretary to the 
Marquis of Lansdo ne, while 
he was Governor-General of 
Canada, and in 1885 he acted 
as Chief of the Staff during 
the North - West Rebellion 
of Louis Riel. His know- 
ledge of the Dominion 
acquired during those 
troubled years will undoubt- 
edly stand him in good 
stead during the period 
of his Governorship. The Earl has not played a prominent 
part in the political world. He contested the Hexham 
Division of Northumberland in the Liberal interest in 1886, 
but without success. His younger brother, the Hon. Arthur 
Elliott, is M.P. f T Durham. Lady Minto, sister of the 
present Earl Grey, is a daughter of the late General Grey, 
Private Secretary to the Queen and the Prince Consort. 
Lord Minto is wealthy, and reputed to be a good speaker. 
He is now a Liberal Unionist.

THE MAN OF “BLOOD AND IRON” 
WHO UNITED GERMANY. 


HIS CAREER. 


HIS DEATH. 


BISMARCK, in his eighty-fourth year, 
At Friedrichsruh 

last Saturday night, disappeared one of the 
mightiest men of the century—one of the power- 
ful triumvirate who remade the Prussianised 
German Empire. But his life-work, to be dealt 
with presently, must stand for ever among 
the most notable events which make up the 
Histories of France and Germany. We had all 
come to regard the stalwart veteran Bismarck 
as being so hale and hearty as the beer-drinking, 
pipe-smoking patriarch of Friedrichsruh that 
the intelligence of his sudden demise came as 
a great shock to us on Sunday morning 
last. Painful in the extreme, as many of us 
may know, is it to watch the struggles of a 
strong man to resist the grip of Death. Prince 
Bismarck’s sons were not spared this mind- 
torture. It was touching to learn that although 
on Saturday morning he felt so mueh better 
that he was able to read the newspapers 
and talk about politics, yet at noon his 
illness took a rapid turn for the worse, 
and, the big heart failing at last, he could 
not. restrain his moans as he fought for 
life. ‘*Thanks, my dear Marie,’’ addressed to

Countess Ranzau, who gave him some assuaging | 


cordial, were his last words on earth. He expired 
from pulmonary edema. The intensity of his 
sufferings may be realised when it is stated. that 
the once rugged, broad face had become small 
and pallid, and the giant frame attenuated. 


The Emperor Received the Tidings 


at Bergen, Prince Herbert Bismarck having 
telegraphed to him there. His Imperial Majesty. 
at ounce ordered the flag on the Hohenzollern to 
be lowered half-mast, and telegraphed a very 


| hearty message of condolence, at the same time 


informing Prince Herbert that he was hastening 
his return in order to visit Friedrichsruh. So 
far, the Bismarcks have no vault, the Princess 
being buried in the garden of Varzin. Possibly 
the Prince will be provisionally buried in the 
woods of Friedrichsruh, and that a vault will be 
built for both at Schénhausen, the birthplace of 
the Prince. Particulars of the wishes of Prince 
Bismarck himself are given on another page. 


Bismarck’s Death-Room 


is as simple-as possible (remarks the Daily News), 
the oak bedstead occupying almost the whole 
room. On the wall over the bed hang the 
pictures of his favourite dog Tyras and his 
favourite horse. On two stands all sorts of 
bottles are distributed. Two chairs and a 
sofa complete the furniture. The first of the 
neighbours to be admitted to view the re- 
mains have remarked upon the close likeness 
which the body presented to that of the old 
Kaiser. The Prince lay in bed beneath a white 
coverlet. The head, deeply pressed into the

The face 
Was emaciated, and seemed to have contracted 
somewhat. The skin was snow white. The 
features bore the expression of one sleeping 
quietly. The head, with its powerful eyebrows, 
was bent slightly forward.

Otto Edward Leopold von Bismarck 
was Born 


on April 1, 1815, at Schénhausen, in Saxony, the 
estate of his ancestors, a family of military and 
diplomatic reputation. He has himself said of 
this family: *‘ There is not one of my ancestors 
who has not drawn the sword against France ; 
my father, for instance, and three of his brothers, 
and my grandfather at Rosbach.’ His mother 
was the daughter of Geheimrath Menken, a 
woman who. had strong qualities, and has been 
described as an excellent pistol-shot. There

Bismarck’s University Days. 


For more than thirty years Bismarck lived in 
comparative obscurity. Here is a vivid sketch 
of him at Göttingen University, by Mr. Charles 
Lowe, who had, during a long residence at 
Berlin, exceptional opportunities of learning 
details of Bismarck’s youth— 


“He got himself up in the traditional long 
boots, velvet jacket, and saucer-cap; he flaunted 
the colours of his corps (or fighting club); he 
sported a pipe a yard long; and he led about @ 
ferocious mastiff, without being at all particular 
as to whether it had on the regulation muzzle. 

“Dominus de Bismarck was not long im 
becoming acquainted with the inside of the 
Carcer or University prison ; indeed he had not 
been for twenty-four hours in Géttingen when 
he was summoned by the rector to answer 
to a charge of serious misconduct, and 
it was characteristic of his cool audacity 
that he and his dog sauntered in before his 
academic judge in a costume which seemed to 
have equally shared its patronage between the 
dressing-room, the barracks, and the promenade- 

‘* Otto von Bismarck spent three semesters at 
Géttingen, and some idea of the combativeness 
of the man may be gathered from the fact that 
during this time he fought no fewer than twenty- 
eight duels, in each of which, being tall and keen 
of sight, he drew blood from his opponent, while 
only once did he receive a scar, by the accident 
breaking of his adversary’s blade.” 


As Reporter in Berlin. 


Bismarck finished his education at Berlin, ana 
began life as a law reporter in one of the Berlin 
courts. Afterwards he served for a time another 
legal office at Aix-la-Chapelle, and was agai 
transferred to Potsdam Crown Office. After bis 
military service hud expired he studied agri- 
culture, and devoted himself to helping his 
father in the management of the Pomerania? 
property. 

As a Farmer. 

‘Tn 1845,” he once said to a visitor, ‘I little 
anticipated what the future had in store for me- 
My highest ambition was to become a go 
farmer, and to be able eventually to purchase 
the lands adjoining our estate. Occasionally

From 1859 to 1862 Baron von Bismarck was 
Prussian Ambassador at St. Petersburg, and in 
the latter year he became Ambassador at Paris. 
He had already represented Prussia at Vienna in 
1852. Returning to Berlin, he became President 
of the Ministerial Council and ' 


Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

It was as the political right-hand man of King 
William of Prussia that, with the influential and 
potent aid of Von Moltke’s military genius, 
Bismarck was able to work effectively for the 
aggrandisement of the Hohenzollerns—and for 
the union of the German Fatherland, as he pre- 
ferred to put it. Thus he candidly avowed 
himself in the memorable speech he made in the 
troublous days of 1862 in favour of 


“ Blood and Iron” 


for the settlement of the vexed questions affect- 
ing Prussia and Germany. He artfully got 
Austria to join Prussia in the ignoble war 
against gallant little Denmark, which thereby 
lost Schleswig-Holstein. What was Austria’s 
reward? Why, in 1866, Bismarck brought 
about the 

Six Days’ War, + 
in which Prussia, having the enormous advan- 
tage of the needle-gun against the old muzzle- 
loaders, swiftly vanquished Austria, which was 
shorn by the King of Italy of Venice, and driven 
by the victorious Prussians from the German 
Confederation. How France, through the weak- 
hess of Napoleon III. and his representatives, 
and the inefficiency of the French Generals, next 
fell into Bismarck’s net is too recent occurrence 
to need dwelling upon at length. Wellinformed 
as to the corruption and instability rampant in 
the then Napoleonic Government—a state of 
things inevitable in a virtually autocratic form 
of administration, whether. it be in France, 
Germany, or Russia —’Bismarck had weighed 
France in the balance in his brain, and con- 
cluded that a combination of the German 
Armies, moved by the master mind of Von 
Moltke and led by William I., would vanquish 
the French legions. And so they did in a most 
thorough manner in 


The Franco-German War 
of 1870-71, which resulted in the capture of 
Metz and Paris, and the absorption of Alsace- 
4orraine and Strasburg into the German Empire, 
Which chose William I. Emperor at Versailles. 
But it is pleasant to turn from the “ Blood and 
ron ” politics Bismarck favoured to 


His Home Life. 


On June 28, 1847, he was united to Johanna 
“rederica Jharlotte Dorothea Eleonore von 
utkammer, an only daughter, of twenty-three 

years of age. The marriage turned out most 
felicitous. Bismarck would hardly have attained 
the eminence he gained had he espoused a 
Vixenish shrew. Mr. W. Beatty Kingston, the 
accomplished Special Correspondent of the Daily 
elegraph, wrote on Tuesday—

The New York Herald despatch -boat Mindora, which 
arrived at St. Thomas on July 29, cabled the news that 
Ponce, the key to Puerto Rico, had “fallen, and that the 
Stars and Stripes float over the town.” The capture 
was effected by sheer impudence. The auxiliary cruiser 
Dixie, Commander Davis, a boat of no power, steamed 
into the harbour of Ponce on the Thursday morning 
(July 28), and demanded its surrender, threatening as the 
alternative to blow the town to pieces. Hastily gathering 
together, the leading merchants induced the civil authorities 
to comply with the request without a shot being fired. 
Then a small force of marines took possession of the place, 
and hoisted the American flag. ne political prisoner 
found in gaol was released. The people hailed the 
Americans with shouts of joy. 


When General Miles, 
with several thousand troops, appeared in the offing next 
morning, he was much surprised to hear of the capitula- 
tion. His troops were quickly disembarked, and proceeded 
inland to join the troops already landed at Guanico.

Pillsbury has a frank, 
open, and alert countenance; and in his intercourse he 
shows true American cordiality towards everybody, without 
any affectation whatever. 


Herr Siegbert Tarrasch, whose Tie with 
illsbury was noted in last week’s P./.P., isa medical 


practitioner in the somnolent medieval town of Nurem- — 


berg. He takes a part in tournaments once a year, t 
excitement forming an agreeable change to the doctor 
from his ordinary routine of life. He is the most suc” 
cessful of tournament players the world has ever produced- 
He won four great International Tournaments successively 
with a loss of but one single game; but since Lasker, 
Pillsbury, and Charousek haye appeared he had to F cur to 
youth. His tieing once more in the great Vienna Tourna- 
ment, just now concluded, for first place, is a feat 
strength of which he may be proud, for during the 
remainder of the year at Nuremberg he has absolutely 2° 
opportunity to practice with any player approaching it 
own strength. He has the sharp cut and strong features 
the Semitic race.

By the Death of Admiral Massie, England has 
lost an old sailor who has generally been referred to as 
the Father of the 
British Navy. At 
any rate, he wag 
the oldest sailor 
living of whom any 
authentic record 
could be found. 
He was born in 
October 1802, and 
was conseque ifly 
ninety-s'x years of 
age. He belonged 
toanancient family 
whose founder 
came over with 
William the Con- 
queror, and settled 
in Cheshire as cne 
of the companious 
of Hugh Lupus, 
who founded the 
powerful House of 
the Grosvenors. He 
joined the Navy 
as a midshipman 
in 1818 when he 
was sixteen years 
of age, his first ship being the Rochfort, commanded by Sir 
Thomas Fremantle. He was engaged inthe Mediterranean 
until 1827, when he joined the Asia, the flag-ship, and was 
present at the famous Battle of Navarino. On arriving at 
Malta Sir E. Codrington, the Admiral, sent for young Massie 
and promoted him to a Lieutenancy for his services during 
the action.. For ten years he was actively employed in 
the Channel, the North Sea, and the Mediterranean as 
Lieutenant on board the Vernon and the Satellite. He was 
engaged in the blockade of the Dutch coast during 1831-32, 
and in 1838 was chosen as one of the British officers to 
instruct the officers and seamen of the Turkish Navy. In 
1840 he commanded the Thunderer, and was present at the 
attack of Sidon and St. Jean d’Acre. From 1849 to 1853 he 
held a post of honour in the Chinese Expedition, and in 
1854, on the breaking out of the Crimean War, he was 
appointed to the Powerful, which formed part of the Baltic 
Fleet. He was made Rear-Admiral in 1860, Vice-Admiral 
in 1866, and Admiral in 1872. It will thus be seen that he 
lived in stirring times, but after his retirement from the 
Navy he spent his declining years in philanthropic work in 
and uround his native town of Chester. ‘

Surrey Beat Essex in Handsome Fashion. 


Making only 147 in their first innings, the first of the 
match, Essex at once found themselves in an awkward 
position. Abel himself scored one more than their total, 
and Hayward (67) and Mr. Jephson (46) lending material 
aid, Surrey held a balance of 167 at the close of their 
innings. That Bssex were not overawed by this state of 
things was shown in their second innings. Mr. P. Perrin

A Good Game Between Yorkshire and 
Derbyshire. 

In the first innings of this match Yorkshire lost eight 
wickets for 130 runs, and then scored 122 runs more— 
another proof of their great strength this season. Thanks 
mainly to Storer (96) and Bagshaw (68) the Midland 
county got to within 14 of the Yorkshire score, so the 
second half of the match was begun with as much interest 
as at the commencement. Greater success attended the 
efforts of Yorkshire ; Tunnicliffe made 84, Rhodes, who on 
Saturday night stood at the head of the bowling averages 
with 113 wickets at a cost of 1396 runs, scored 67 not out, 
and so, soon after the luncheon interval, with the score at 
$21 for nine wickets, Lord Hawke closed the innings. The 
position of Yorkshire was never one of danger, but Derby- 
shire would in all probability have proved successful had 
time permitted, for Bagshaw put together 100, Mr. Ever- 
shed, Mr. Wright, and Storer also did well, and but three 
wickets had been lost when time arrived and the score 
was 219. 

The Military Save Hampshire. 


When on Saturday six wickets had been lost by Warwick- 
shire for 333 runs, there were but three hours left for 
cricket, so that the chance of getting rid of Hampshire in 
about two hours and forty minutes seemed somewhat 
remote, and as Captain F. W. Quinton (65) and Major R. M. 
Poore (45) carried the score from 9 for one wicket to 101 for 
two, it was apparently hopeless. However, for awhile sub- 
sequently the bowling triumphed, and when the time for 
drawing stumps arrived Hampshire had lost eight wickets, 
and were but 35, runs on.

THE DRUCE CASE. 


HE CHAPTER HOUSE at St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral has once more been packed with those directly 
concerned in this most weird of modern suits. 
Mr. Statham led for the petitioners, and Mr. 
Bargrave Deane, Q.C., for the interveners. Mrs. 

Anna Maria Druce and her son, Mr. Sidney George Druce, 
applied for a faculty empowering them to open a vault in 
Highgate Cemetery, to see whether a coffin therein con- 
tains the remains of Thomus Charles Druce, or, as they 
allege, a pas of lead. Such a faculty has already been 
granted them. Its issue was stayed while other members 
of the family argued before the High Court that the 
Chancellor had no power to grant it. The High Court 
found that the Chancellor had the necessary power. He 
is now hearing both sides before determining whether he 
will exercise it. ‘“ Why all this bother,” Mr. Statham 
asked, ‘“when a gravedigger with a spade and chisel could 
solve the mystery in a few minutes?” In his will, 

Mr. Druce Left £1000 to His Son by a former 
marriage. Of course, if that son still lived, and the mar- 
riage was a ral marriage, he, and nobody in this case, was 
the heir-at-law. But neither side had any information 
on that point. Mr. Edward Phillips, clerk to the solicitors 
for petitioners, was called to swear that the opening of the 
coffin is necessary as evidence in the probate action by 
which Mrs. Druce seeks to set aside the will under which 
Mr. Herbert Druce and other interveners benefited. 
Although he said very little, his evidence led to an excited 
discussion. Deceased was known, he said, 

Both as Mr. Druce and the Duke of Portland. 
Mr. Deane asked witness if he had any evidence of Mr. 
Druce’s death. ‘‘ We have evidence,” said witness, *‘ that 
he was alive in 1876.’’ ‘‘ In the statement you say he died 
in 1879. Is that in relation to the death of the Duke of 
Portland?” Here Mr. Statham objected, and they fought 
the matter. Mr. Deane said he was going to show that the 
petitioners had no evidence on which the Chancellor could 
rely, and he must go into these matters to prove it. 
The Chancellor thought not: that was an issue for the 
Probate Comt. He should open the grave if the 
Piobate Judge thought the opening’ necessary. Mr. 
Deane spoke of the offence to the survivors’ feelings. 
Mr. Statham replied that it was a matter of property, and 
not of sentiment, and that Mrs. Druce was entitled to 
justice. This assertion led to the mention of the latest 
mystery. ‘‘I donot believe,” said Mr. Deane, ‘ that there 
is a tittle of evidence to go before the Probate Court. If 
this grave were opened would there be an end of litigation ? 
Could anybody possibly identify the remains? They know 
as well as we know that the body was buried in quicklime, 
owing to the nature of the disease! ” 


Amazing and Startling Evidence Pro- 
mised in the Druce Case.—Mr. Statham protested 
against the idea of being sent from court to court, with one 
judge encouraging another to shelve the question. Mr. 
Statham continued: ‘‘ So strong is our evidence, so amazing 
is it, so startling in its nature, that I appeal to my friend 
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that rather than drag in the mire the name of a distin- 
guished member of the English aristocracy who is now 
deceased, rather than hurt the feelings of those associated 
with him, rather than have further sean; al and publicity, he 
should consent to this order, so that there may be an end of 
all this. (Applause in court, which was instantly checked.) 
Since the last hearing, by almost a providential cireum- 
stance, evidence has come to light which would justify me 
in laying before the Court statements so romantic and 
astounding that I hesitate in bringing them forward. 
Immediately after the last hearing a gentleman of 
the highest reputation, whom I can ca:] in court—a gentle- 
man of unquestionable integrity—has spontaneously come 
forward as a witness in a portion of the case, and he can 
verify what would otherwise appear to be a far-fetched 
suggestion.” Mr. Statham’s suggestion that the point be 
referred to Sir F. Jeune was acquiesced in by Dr, Tristram.
